Sixty-six of 114 Found Physically 
Fit But 51 of Them Seek to 
be Discharged. 


FORTY-FIVE ARE REJECTED 


Original Call For 132 Men But Many 
Are Not Examined Because 
They Are in Service. 


Following the completion of the 
third day of examining men for the 
new national army, the local selec­ 
tion board found 
that it 
had the 
names of 
fifteen 
men who 
have 
passed the physical tests and have 
not filed claims for exemption. 
In 
this list, however, are several men 
who will file claims for exemption 
before the district board, so that the 
exact number of men obtained for 
the new army 
following the three 
days examinations is very uncertain. 
The board 
completed its 
third 
day’s examination late yesterday a f­ 
ternoon. 
The 
original list for the v 
first three days contained 132 names 
twice the number of Rush county’s 
quota of 66. 
But because many of 
these 
m^n are 
already in 
some 
branch of service they were not ex­ 
amined and a total of 114 men were 
before the board. 
The result of the three days’ work 
showed the following results r 
Fif­ 
teen accepted, who filed no claims for 
exemption; 
fifty-one accepted, who 
filed claims for exemption; forty-five 
discharged because of physical de­ 
fects; two held for re-examination 
pending advice from the war de­ 
partment regarding certain require­ 
ments, on which the board was not 
quite 
clear and one 
examination 
postponed until Sept. 20. 
Twenty-two 
men were accepted 
yesterday and seventeen discharged. 
Of the twenty-two accepted all but 
five field claims for exemption. 
The t 
complete list shows that the board 
found sixty-six men out of the total 
of 114 who w’ere physical 
fit. 
This 
is considered

record 
and 
shows that considerably over half 
of the men examined are found phy­ 
sically sound for the army. 
The letters notifying the second

compelled to turn over the life belts,

the submarine commander took the 
oars. 
The boats were tied to

submarine which proceeded fourteen 
miles and then submerged, drowning 
the crew except the chief engineer 
and one negro.

The provost marshal-general has 
.sent a message to Governor Good­ 
rich calling his attention to the rea­ 
soning 
which the 
local t selection 
should go through in acting 
on a 
claim for exemption on account of 
dependents. 
He say s: 
“Please call 
attention of 
local 
b oards to the fact that a soldier’s 
pay is not less than $30 a month and 
that all clothing, sub sistence, medi­ 
cal treatment, and housing are fur­ 
nished him. 
Under the law he may 
allot any portion of his pay to a de­ 
pendent. 
Many soldiers 
receiving 
$30 a month are easily ab le to allot 
$25 monthly to the support of de­ 
pendents. 
“In case of death in line of duty 
the government will pay to the b ene­ 
ficiary designated b y the soldier six 
months’ pay . Section 4 of the selec­ 
tive service act provides that those 
in a status with respect to persons 
dependent upon them for 
support 
which renders their exclusion or dis­ 
charge advisab le may b e discharged, 
b ut it does not require 
that they 
shall b e discharged in all such cases. 
“The discretion of local b oards is 
invoked b y this provision and such 
b oards may well take the facts re­ 
cited ab ove into consideration in de­ 
ciding claims for discharge due to 
dependency with a view to determin­ 
ing whether, as a matter of fact, the 
person claiming such discharge will 
not b e in as good or b etter position 
to support his dependents after se­ 
lection for military service than he 
was b efore. 
If such is the case, o>f 
course, the discharge should not b e 
granted. 


Soldiers May Vote 


Provost Marshal-General Crowd­ 
er has made it plain in a statement 
issued at Washington that the fed- 
icral government will have no b ar to 
I soldiers voting in their 
respective 
homes. 
This means that every Rush 
county man in the service of the Un­ 
ited States army or navy will b e al­ 
lowed to participate in the election 
next Novemb er, providing the war is 
j still in progress ait that -time. 
The 


o nly thing that prev ents any so ldiers 
from voting is 
the necessary state 
law. 
The last session of the Indiana 
legislature enacted a law giving Ind­ 
iana soldiers the right to cast their 
b allets regardless of where they are 
stationed at the time of 
election. 
The quest: n came b efore the legis­ 
lature as many Hoosier soldiers on 
duty along the Mexican b order were 
prevented from voting in the last 
general election b ecause this state 
had never given soldiers at the front 
specific right to cast their b allots. 
The old law provided that voters 
must cast their b allots in the pre­ 
cincts in which they claimed legal 
residence. 
Of course, it was impos­ 
sib le for the men on the Mexican 
b order to return to Indiana on elee 
tion day and as a result they were 
precluded from participating in the 
election. 
At the time the lawT was enacted 
there was considerab le sentiment in 
favor of it. The pub lic realized that 
if Hoosiers are loy al enough to serve 
their country at the front they ought 
to b e entitled to the privilege of vot­ 
ing.

and berries without sugar. 
“ Berries 
of all kinc^s will 
be 
plentiful this summer ami even city 
housewives vrho watch the market 
carefully will be able to purchase 
small fruits by the crete at reason­ 
able prices,” 
he said. 
“ The 
real 
value in these 
fruit 
lies 
in their 
juice. 
After the 
juice 
ha:’> 
been 
pressed out of grapes, 
cherries or 
the small fruits, all that remains is 
the useless seed 
and 
the 
woody 
ftber and cellular tissue which give 
the fruit its form. 
The fruit acids, 
sugars, and mineral salts are press­ 
ed out with the juice. 
These juices 
put in bottles will keep for months 
without spoilage. 
They 
can 
thon 
be used as beverages or concentra­ 
ted by boiling, sweetened and made 
into jellies. 
“ If housewives find it difficult to 
get jelly glasses 
during 
the usual 
season for jelly making, she will be 
quite as well satisfied if she presses 
out the juice from her fruits, puts 
them in bottles without sugar, ster­ 
ilizes them and stores the package 
in the dark until 
sugar is cheaper 
and jelly glasses more easily obtain­ 
ed. 
“ Many fruits, 
such as strawber­ 
ries, cherries and pineapple, 
which 
are now plentiful and which contain 
Vo little pectSi 
that they will not 
make good jellies, 
can 
be pressed 
and the juices bottled. Later in the 
season, when apples are cheap these 
juices mix ed with apple stock and 
sugar can be 
used for filling the 
jelly tumblers. 
“ To put up unsugaTed fruits for 
jelly 
making 
follow 
the 
same 
methods as if jelly were to be made 
of the fresh juices. Cook the fruits 
until .they are soft and strain out 
the juice through a jelly bag; bring 
to boil and pour while hot into bot­ 
tles that have been carefully wash­ 
ed and sterilized by boiling. Fill the 
bottles full of juice and close with 
a new cork which has been sterilized 
by boiling. 
Place the filled, scaled 
bottles on their sides in the water 
near the 
boiling point and 
keep 
them in the bath for half an hour 
taking pains to keep corked and be­ 
low the surface. 
When the bottles 
are partly cooled dip the cork and 
neck into paraffin 
or sealing wax 
When jelly is needed 
for the table 
make it from this sterilized juice by 
adding the proper ¿ mount of sugar 
and following 
the usual directions 
for jelly making.”

Two hundred thousand of them are 
enlisted in the emergency Food pro­ 
duction and conservation work of thte 
U. S. Department of Agriculture.

present campaign for the preserva­ 
tion of perishable fruits and vege­ 
tables are the activities of a “Divi­ 
sion” of over 40,000 organized into

dependents. He says: 


"Please call 
attention of 
local 


boards to the fact that a soldier's 
pay is not less than $30 a month and 
that all clothing, subsistence, medi- 
cal treatment, and housing are fur- 
nished him. Under the law he may 
allot any portion -of his pay to a de- 
pendent. 
Many soldiers 
receiving 


$30 a month are easily able to allot 
$25 monthly to the support of de- 
pendents. 


"In case of death in line of duty 


the government will pay to the bene- 
ficiary designated by the soldier six 
months' pay. Section 4 of'the selec- 
tive service act provides that those 
in a status with respect to persons 
dependent upon them for 
support 


which renders their exclusion or dis- 
charge advisable may be discharged, 
but it does not require ; that they 
shall be discharged in all such cases. 


"The discretion of local boards is 


invoked by this provision and such 
boards may well take the facts re- 
cited above into consideration in de- 
ciding claims for discharge due to 
dependency with a view to determin- 
ing whether, as a matter of fact, the 
person claiming such discharge will 
not be in as good or better position 
to support his dependents after se- 
lection for military service than he 
was before. If such is the case, of 
course, the discharge should not be 
granted.

The rjucstiSn qame before .the''legis- 
lature as many' Hoosier" soldier's" on 
duty along the Mexican' border were 
prevented' from'-voting ifl" the last 
general election because'this' state 
had never given soldiers' at -the front 
specific right to cast their "ballots. 
The old law provided that voters 
must cast their ballots- in the pre- 
cincts in which they claimed- legal 
residence. Of course, it was impos- 
sible for the men on the Mexican 
border to return to Indiana on elec- 
tion day and as a result they .were 
precluded from participating in th'e 
election. 


At the time the law was enacted 


there was considerable sentiment in 
favor of it. The public realized that 
if Hoosiers are loyal enough to serve 
their conntr}' at the front they ought 
bo be entitled to the privilege of vot- 
ing.

fruits 


and berries without sugar. 


"Berries 
of all kinds will be 


plentiful this summer anil even city 
housewives who watch the market 
carefully will be able to purchase 
small fruits by the crcte at"reason 
able prices," he said. 'The 
real 


value in these fruit 'lies in their 
juice. After the juice ha.i been 
pressed out of grapes, 
cherries or 


tiie small fruits, all that remains is 
the useless seed 
and 
the 
woody 


fiber and pellulav tissue which give 
the friiit its form. 
The fruit acids 


sugars, and mineral, salts are press- 
ed out with the juice. These juices 
put in bottles will keep for months 
without spoilage. They can 
then 


be used as beverages or concentra- 
ted by boiling, sweetened and made 
into jellies. 


"If housewives find it difficult to 


g-et jelly glasses during the usual 
season for jelly making, she will be 
quite as well satisfied if she presses 
out the juice from her fruits, puts 
them in bottles without sugar, ster- 
ilizes them and stores the package 
in the dark until sugar is cheaper 
and jelly glasses more easily obtain- 
ed. 


"Many fruits, such as strawber- 


ries, cherries and pineapple, which 
are now plentiful and which contain 
Vo little pec.tfn that they will nol 
make good jellies, can be pressec 
and the juices bottled. Later in the 
season, when apples^ are .cheap these 
juices mixed with apple stock am 
eugar can be used for filling ihe 
jelly tumblers. 


"To put up unsngaTed fruits for 


jelly 
making 
follow the 
same 


methods as if jelly were to be made 
of the fresh juices. Cook the fruits 
until, they are soft and strain bti< 
the juice through a jelly bag; bring 
to boil and pour while hot into bot- 
tles that have been carefully wash- 
«1 and sterilized by boiling. Fill the 
bpttles full of juice and close with 
a new cork which has been eteriUzec 
by boiling. 
Place the filled, scalet 


bottles on their sides in the water 
near -the boiling point and keep 
tiem in the bath for half an hour 
taking pains to keep corked and be- 
low the surface. 
When the bottles 


are partly . cooled dip the cork am 
neck into paraffin 
or sealing wax 


When jelly is needed for the table 
make it from this sterilized juice by 
adding the proper amount of sugar 
and following 
the usual directions 


for jelly making."

Washington, Aug. 9.—In this art- 


icle Uncle Sam goes into detail on 
ways you can protect dried fruits 
and vegetables and tells you what 
dangers to look out for. 


There are two kinds of moths that 


will attack 
them. They are more 


likely to get into fruit 
while they 


are drying than after they are pack- 
ed away. This is particularly true 
of drying in the sun. 


One is the Indian meal moth. It 


is the most destructive of the two. 
It is about % of an inch long and 
has n cloaked appearance, one-third 
gray and the rest copper brown. 


The fig moth is, about the same 


size but all dark neutral gray. 


Along- with these usually comes 


a minute, flattened chocolate brown 
beetle. 
It does considerable dam- 


age. 


Their eggs hatch on the fruit in 


the form of whitish or pinkish grub- 


like caterpillars. If these' are stor- 
ed away with the fruit they will pro- 
pogate and produce thousands of 
tb/jir kind in the storage bins. 


Hence, pack your stuff in- small 


boxes to prevent moths 
spreading 


if there are any in a particular part 
of the product. Store in a coo], dry 
place. 


ffn sun drying, if the drying racks 


are screened early in the evening 
and at night, the cheesecloth or fly 
screen .battened down and the dried 
fruits and vegetables stored in tight 
paper sacks in a cool place, no dan- 
ger need ordinarily be feared from 
these insects. 


As an added precaution, the dried 


product may be heated, before be- 
ing packed, to 140 f. long enough <to 
allow the heat tc penetrate through- 
out it. This will kill the eggs of the 
insects. 
If 
you do this, store it 


promptly, .to prevent infestation.
